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theyght, and the late reuerend father Robart Archbiſhop of Yozke, 
intye peere of the mot noble raigne of the ſayde late kyng Yen» 
ry, haue ben, and ter Mateſtie yet is ſeaſedof and in the francyiſe 
and libertie of Hexam and Hexamſbire, lying within the bodye 
and middle of the Countie of Nozthumberlande, whiche ſayde lp⸗ 
bertte and territoꝛie. when it was in the handes of the ſayde Arch- 
byſhop, was commonly tearmed and named a Countie Palentine, 
where in rygyt oꝛ pꝛoote there was none ſuche , yet by reaſon of 
that erxrour, euer ſince, and pet, there hath been, and are diyers opt- 
nions, beides ſome queſtion and doubtes, whether the ſayde jiber- 
tie and territo ie of Heram and hire, (houlde and ought 
to be part of the ſayde Countie of No2thumberlande, oꝛ otherwple 
exempted:and whether the dwellers and inhadirours there, chould 
and ought to be tuſtiſtable. and anfweare to tuftice as other ofthe 
ſayde countie of Nozthumberlande are, and ought, oꝛ not: andthe 
like queſtion and doubt pet is. and remapneth. By reaſon whereof, 
not onely Plees ofthe Crowne. and ſuites bet wixt partie and par- 
tie, haue ſuffered continual ſtapes. lets, and alſo haue had no ende 
of tryal,and beſides, the moſt and greateſt offendours to the ctowne 
and their countrep, haue, and daply run thither as vnto a ſanctuas 
rie, vpon hope and truſt of refuge and ſafegard thereby. to the great 
comtoꝛt and encouragement ofmanp.the vileſt and woꝛſt ſubiecteg 
and oliendours in ali the Nozth parties, and to the great offence 
of the almyghtie, and molt manifeſt hinderaunce olgood execution 
ok lawes and iuſtice. In and foz due remedie and redꝛelle of ſuche 
great enoꝛmities a apparaunt miſchieues, map it therefoze pleaſe 
the Queene her Pateftte, that by her hyghnes, the loꝛdes ſpiritual 
and tempozal, and the commons in this pꝛeſent high court of Par⸗ 
liament nowe aſſembled, that it may be enacted, manifeſted, and 
declared by aucthoꝛttie or the ſame, that the tayde territoꝛie, fran- 
chiſe, and libertie of Hexam and Hexamchire, with the liberties 
ol the ſame, may be, is, and ſhalbe from hencefoozth taken to be 
within, and part. parceil, and member ofthe ſapde countie of Noz- 
thumberlande. Ind that al wel the Plees ol the Crowne, as allo 
al ſuites bet wixt partie and partie. may pꝛoceed and haue their due 
ende and triall within the ſayde countie ot Nozthumberlande, by 
and betoze the Shtrifte and Coꝛoners of the ſayde Shire, and alſo 
befoze the Juſtices of peace, Jullices ofgaole deliuerie, Juſtices
